_ WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—The 
word ‘*Macaviator’’ has been 
| coined in’ the office of the Chief 
‘of, the .Army...Air Corps as the 
name for the flying robot that has 
“been developed for automatically 
piloting’ airplanes. 

The term is’a shortening of the 
words “‘mechanical aviator.’’ The 
robot is a system of gyroscopes 
which keeps a plane on balance 
laterally and horizontally and also 
controls the direction ef flight 
through the rudder. 

The word takes its place along 
‘with ‘‘metal mike,”’ the scope 
wheel control of steamers, and 
“avigation,’’ which describes the 
science of aerial navigation.

Holds Present Law Inadequate. 


Mr. Washburn stated that neither 
the Martin act nor the ordinary 


criminal law could be employed until 
there was evidence that the salesman 
intended to steal, and by that time 
it was often too late. ointing out 
that insurance salesmen are licensed, 
Mr. Washburn added: 

‘“‘When recorded saies of stock run 
more than 5,000,000 shares a day, the 
transactions in unlisted securities 
must be as great. Therefore, a work- 
able law, patterned after the laws 
nthe real estate and insurance 

rokers, requiring all stock salesmen 
to be licensed and perhaps to give a 
reasonable bond, should be passed 
by the next Legislature.

CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—Réprésenta- 
tive A, J. Sabath of Chicago sent 
urgent telegrams today to President 
Hoover, to the Féderal Reserve 
Board, to ‘the large Exchanges and 
to the Demoeratic tors insisting 
that some action must be taken at 
once to énd the present conditions in 
the stock market. 

“Press dispatches state that the 
professionals are still selling short,”’ 
said his message to the President.

Swanson Gives Considered A 
Some of the most carefully con- 
sidered comment came from Senator 


Swanson of Virginia, senior Demo- 
eratic member of the Committees of 
Foreign Relations and Naval Affairs 
and former chairman of. the latter 
committee. 

Mr. Swanson commended the Presi- 
dent’s outline of our purposes to 
maintain an adequate national de- 
fense and to have parity in naval 
strength with any other nation'and 
his endorsement of American adher- 
ence to the World Court with proper 
reservations. 

As to the President’s suggestion of 
immunizing food ships, Senator 
Swanson said it was ‘‘worthy of: con- 
sideration.’’ 

“The - President,’’ - said -Senator 
Swanson, ‘‘made an admirable ad- 
dress in style, spirit and substance. 
The outstanding feature of his ad- 
dress was his insistence upon a navy 
of the United States of equal 
strength with any other; that he pre- 
ferred to reach such naval parit 
through reduction of naval strengt 
rather than ‘through an increase, and 
that, while he favored all steps look- 
ing to peace, he recognized the neces- 
sity of defensive armament, not only 
for security but for the prevention 
of war. 

‘‘He also favored adherence to the 
World Court with proper reserva- 
tions as a necessary concomitant of 
the Kellogg treaty renouncing war 
and the various peace agencies to 
which the United States is com- 
mitted.

Senator Mosconi said that between 
November, 1931, and No -ember, 1934, 
7,640,000,000 lire (about $402,864,000) 
ip treasury’ bonds will fall due. The 
treasury, he said, already is making 
provisions for giving the holders of 
the bonds the choice of repayment 
in cash or conversion into other re- 
deemable bonds. 

The fact that repayment of Italian 
Treasury bonds was mentioned by 
Senator Mosconi in connection with 
the situation of the American mar- 
‘ket gave some observers the impres- 
sion that the ltalian Government is 
planning jto «borrow :money — from. 
America in ordér to face the liabili-} 
ties due in two years: This, how- 
ever, does not appear to be the in- 
tention of the government, which 
wishes, on the contrary, to redeém 
its bonds witn the ordinary means 
at the disposal of the treasury. 

Senator Mosconi, in fact, in his 
references to the Wall Street break, 
voiced the opinion that its immediate 
result would be to free a large 
amount of capital for investment in 
Europe, thus aiding Italy in com- 
mon with other European countries 
overcome by difficulties due to short- 
ness of capital. The government, he 
said, is devising means to aid this 
natural tendency as soon as it be- 
comes manifest in Italy. The first

| Foreign Loan Plan Doubted. 


| Financiers generally believe Italy 
; has no intention of borrowing abroad

|mi'ments. It is pointed out that

nounced himself against increeasing 
Italy’s foreign indebtedness and has 
forbidden municipalities and prov- 
inces to seek loans abroad. e is 
not likely to abandon this policy un- 
less it is absolutely necessary, whic 
is not the case at present, since a 
majority of the holders of the treas- 
ury bonds probably will prefer con- 
version if offered at attractive terms, 
and this would make the amount of 
cash needed very small. Besides, the 
moment is considered particularly in- 
opportune for floating a loan on the 
American market. 

The text of a communiqué relating 
to Senator Mosconi’s declaration, 
published after the Cabinet council, 
follows: 

“The Minister. of Finance, after 
having referred to the repercussions 
in Europe of the American Stock Ex- 
change crisis, pointed out that its 
return to:normal conditions and that 
the internal market and general 
Italian situation, would aid at the 
proper moment the application of 
certain measures which the govern- 
ment at present is elaborating. 

‘In this connection there are two 
main problems to which the treas- 
ury must from this moment dedicate 
its attention, although neither is of 
immediate application. First, more 
efficacious methods of refunding the 
consolidated nationai debt must be 
found. It should be entrusted to an 
autonomous sinkin fund, which 
should be provided from budget sur- 
pluses. Experience shows that this 
system, in order to become truly 
efficient, must be modified. 

“The changes, however, must nec- 
essarily be closely connected with 
the condition of the State budget, 
which at present requires special at- 
tention. When the present transitory 
hase is overcome the Ministry. of 

inance will present to the Cabinet 
its proposals as soon as possible,

DOUBTS PALESTINE PEACE. 


J.H. Holmes Says It Cannot Be Fully 
Effected Under British Rule. 


A clash of nationalistic ambitions 
caused the recent reign of terror in 
Palestine and peace will never be 
fully established under the _ protec- 
tion of a British mandate, declared 
John Haynes Holmes, pastor of the 
Community Church, speaking yes- 
terday afternoon at a meeting of 
about 1,000 members of the New 
York Chapter of Hadassah, the wo- 
men’s Zionist organization, in the 
Hotel Plaza. 

“Zion can never be a thing we love 
under the protection of the British,” 
he said. ‘‘While Palestine seems to 
be outwardly quiet, all the work of 
peace has not been accomplished. 
British troops and mandates by 
power of the sword are producing 
no permanent settlement. 

“The economic situation unites the 
Arabs and Jews. There is no in- 
stinctive antagonism. But the Arab, 
feeling that British troops are back- 
ing the Jew and will ultimately drive 
him from the land, would attack the 
Jew today if given the opportunity.” 

Dr. Holmes compared the recent 
massacre to an Indian raid—a terri- 
ble destruction of life and property, 
but only a raid because the work of 
colonization goes on. ‘‘The spirit of 
Zion cannot be broken. It has been 
only a chapter of pathos and agony— 
a futile interruption. After 2,000 
years of patience and courage the 
foundations of this new civilization 
have been firmly laid.’”’

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DEFENDANTS SCORE 
IN TRIAL AT MARION 


Judge Refuses to Let State Join | 
Riot Indictment to Rebellion 
Charge as Case Opens. 


RIGHT TO UNITE UPHELD’ 


Court Makes Clear the Differ- 
ence Between Unlawful Picket- 
ing and Insurrection. 


JURY SELECTION’ BEGINS |! 


Three, Tentatively Accepted by the) 
Prosecution, Await Action by 
Textile Workers’ Lawyers.

MARION, N. C., Nov. 12.—In the} 
preliminary skirmishing that marked 
the opening of the trial of Alfred 
Hoffman, union organizer, and five 
textile workers charged with leading | 
a conspiracy to overturn the govern- 
ment of North Carolina, the defense} 
won an important point by success- | 
fully objecting to the consolidation 
of the rebellion and insurrection in- 
dictment with an indictment charg- | 
ing riot returned today by the grani 
jury. 

Solicitor J. W. Pless Jr. sprang a 
surprise on the defense by announc- 
ing that the special grand jury had 
again indicted the six defendants 
about to be tried on a grave charge. 


The new charge, rioting and resist- 
ing an officer, is a misdemeanor and 
counsel for the defense protested 
vigorously to Judge Vernon Cowper 
against Mr. Pless’s proposal to con- 
solidate the two. 

The court agreed that the rebellion 
charge, which constituted a felony 
punishable by fifteen years in prison 
and $10,000 fine, could not be put in 
the same class as resisting an offi- 
cer and causing a riot. 


Holds Picketing Not Rebelling. 

The trial which began today is the 
first one to invoke the statute of 
1861, amended in 1866, providing for 
punishment in case of a seditious 
uprising against the State. The de-| 
fense was pleased with Judge Cow- 
per’s presentment to the grand jury, 
consisting of a special venire from 
neighboring Rutherford County. The 
court explained that the dominant 
thought in the statute was an upris- 
ing against the State such as the 
Whisky Rebellion of 1794, which was 
organized resistance against pay- 
ment of the Federal excise tax. 

Judge Cowper cited as a case in 


oint the Daw rebellion in Rhode 
sland, where men were found guilty 





of treason in attempting to myrviont 
the legal government of the State. 

If the purpose of the strikers was 
to trespass and engage in unlawful 
picketing, that would not of itself 
constitute rebellion, but it would vio- 
late other State laws, he said. 

The court made it clear that unlaw- 
ful picketing did not constitute re- 
bellion, and pointed out that work- 
ingmen had a right to organize the 
same as the lawyers and merchants, 
but no more so. 


Jury Selection Begun. 


In presenting the case to the 
grand jury Judge Cowper referred 
to the eight deputy sheriffs held in 
connection with the killing of six 
men on Oct. 2, and declared that no 
public official was above the law, 
but that no one should be made a 


sacrifice because of public clamor. 
The grand jury retired and returned 
a true bill on the riot charge and 
began hearing witnesses in the case 
of the deputy sheriffs. 

Solicitor Pless announced the re- 
turn of the additional riot indictment 
against the six defendants and his 
desire to have both cases consoli- 
dated. 

A. Hall Johnson, Thomas A. Jones 
and Charles Hutchins of defense 
counsel objected against coupling a 
misdemeanor with the grave charge 
of treason, and they were sustained. 

Examination of veniremen then be- 
gan. The veniremen were asked 
whether they had any relatives in 


|the mills, whether they were related 


to any of those involved on either 
side and if they thought they could 
give the defendants a fair trial. One 
venireman was excused when he ad- 
mitted being prejudiced against ‘‘an 
outsider’’ who might enter a mill 
community to lead a strike. 


Expect Complete Jury Today. 


When court adjourned this evening 
there were in the jury tox three 
jurors tentatively accepted by the 
State and under examination by the 
defense. Completion of the selection 
of the jury is expected tomorrow. 

The defendants are Alfred Hoff- 


man, Lawrence Hogan, Will Russell, 
Wes Fowler, Del Lewis and J. Hugh 
Hall. Russell did not appear for 


\trial and a bench warrant: was is- 


sued for his arrest.

Hall escaped from jail in Septem- 
ber, when the first trial began, and 
a mistrial was declared.

The arrest of the six grew out of 
a scuffle on Aug. 30 between strikers 
and deputy sheriffs in connection

Seven Trials on Schedule, 


A series of seven trials, involving 
125 individuals, is scheduled as a re- 
sult of textile strike disorders since 
July. A group of forty-eight is 
charged with rioting, eight deputies 
are charged with killing six strikers 
at-the mill gate on Oct. 2, thirty- 
seven strikers are accused of attack- 
ing the deputy sheriffs on the same 
occasion, sixteen are charged with 
assaulting President R. W. Baldwin 
of the Marion Manufacturing Com- 
pany, four with dynamiting, six with 
rioting and six with rebellion.

WASHINGTON, Nov..12.—The De- 
partment of Justice is conducting a 
lobby inquiry of its own, the particu- 
lar question at issue being whether 
expenses incurred in lobbying are de- 
ductible in an income tax return. 

The question under consideration 


is raised in a case from Alabama in 
which the Federal Board of Tax Ap- 
peals has ruled that a taxpayer may 
claim a deduction in his income tax 
return of an amount paid as lobby- 
ing expenses to prevent the passage 
of legislation which would affect his 
business, the board holding that such 
an expense was allowable as an ordi- 
nary business expense. The Justice 
Department is determining whether 
an appeal from this decision shall be 
taken to the District Court of Ap- 
peals.

Article Which Brought Charges. 


Tt was learned authoritatively, 
however, that material in the article 
mentioned formed the major part of 
the subject matter of the investiga- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.--Officials 
of the Postoffice Department are 
hopeful that conversations now in 
progress will result in including in 
the budget for the next fiscal year 
an appropriation of about $1,500,000 
for the establishment of an exten- 
sive foreign air mail service connect- 
ing the United States with the cities 
of the east coast of South America 
as far south as Buenos Aires. 


A week ago it was stated that the 
Merchants’ Association of New York 
had requested President Hoover to | 
restore to the budget of the Post-| 
office Department an item of $3,- | 
000,000 for this service, which was | 
reported to have been eliminated by | 
the Budget Bureau. So far, it was | 
said at the White House, no such } 
communication has been received 
from the Merchants’ Association, nor | 
has such a communication been re-| 
ceived at the Postoffice Department | 
as far as could be learned. : 

In making the request it was said 
the association had pointed out that 
European exporters now have an ad- | 
vantage over those of the United | 
States in faster mail service to the 
cities of the east coast of South) 
America, and that this advantage | 
could be turned in favor of Amer- | 
ican exporters with the inauguration | 
of the proposed seven-day air mail , 
service between New York and/| 
Buenos Aires. 

It was said at. the Postoffice De-. 
partment that it was considered that 
the $1,500,000 fund now being sought | 
was adequate to inaugurate the ser- | 
vice, and -that a total of $3,000,000 | 
would not be required.’ | 

If the fund is allowed and bids | 
are called fer the route, it is ex-| 

ected there will be spirited hidding | 

etween the two air transport com- , 
panies which have been active in de- 
veloping services in South America, 
the Pan-American: Airways and the 
New York, Rio and Buenos Aires 
line. — | 

The South American service will 
be an extension of the service now 
being operated by Pan-American Air- 
ways as’far south as Paramaribo, 
Dutch Guiana, which follows a route 
from Miami south through the West 
Indies to frinidad and thence along 
t+. codst to Paramaribo. 

Pan-American, Airways is now oner- 
ating into Buenos Aires from San- 
tiago, Chile, as an: extension of its 
route which runs from Miami via 


Cristobal, Canal Zone, and thence 
down ‘the west coast of South 
America. 


The New York, Rio and Buenos 
Aires line is already overating in 
South America between Breros Afres 
and Santiago and Montevideo and is 
planning to inaugurate its New York- 
Buenos Aires service in the Spring.

GALE ENDANGERS R-101. 


But Dirigible Is Equal to Strain as 
Wind Veers Sharply.

LONDON, Nov. 12.—The crew of 
the airship R-101 had the biggest 
thrill today when a high wind sud- | 
denly veered 135 degrees in about a 
minute and swung the great envelope | 
almost a third of a circle around the 
masthead at Cardington, to which | 
she was moored by the nose.

She is 400 feet long, with a sur- 
face displacement of 3,257 tons and 
a speed of 19 knots. She will carry 
four 5.5-inch guns, fourteen torpedo 
tubes, which can all be used at once, 
with a supply of thirty torpedoes. 
She. will have a_ small seaplane 
stored on board. Her officers and 
crew will number 150 men. 
The armament of the giant sub- 
marine will Fy eiy her to dive to a 
depth of 430 feet, 100 feet deeper 
than any submarine has ever dived. 
Her armament will be thick enough 
to resist air bombs and anything but 
a direct hit from heavy artillery. 
She will carry special anti-aircraft 
uns. 
The provision for building the sub- 
marine was made in the French 
naval budget of 1926. Another sub- 
marine of equal power was planned, 
but it has been found too expensive. 
The largest English submarine, 
which is now outclassed by the 
French war vessel, cost more than 
$5,000,000.

To the Rector, Church Wardens | 
and Vestrymen of St. George’s 
Church, New York. 

Brethren: 

I have learned only in the past 
few days that in connection with 
a meeting of an organization 
known as the Christian Unity 
League it is the purpose of your 
rector, the Rev. Dr. Reiland, and 
your purpose, to permit a com- | 
munion service to be held in St. | 
George’s Church at which the offi- | 
ciant is to be a minister who has 
not received Episcopal ordination, 

I received no previous intimation 
from you of this proposed service, 
and learned of it only from the 
published announcements, but since 
learning of it I have had confer- 
ence in regard to it with your rec- 
tor, and with you, and it is now 
my duty, as: your Bishop, to ex- 
press to you clearly, but in all af- 
fection, my judgment in the mat- 
ter, and I write the more freely 
because, as you know, the cause 
of christian unity is one in which 
I have labored for many years. 

In. the discharge of my duty as 
Bishop I am obliged to point out 
to you that the action which you 
are proposing to take would be a 
violation of your obligations as 
members, and officers, of the 
Church to which you belong, and 
to request you, as I do hereby, not 
to take this action. 

In the Episcopal Church there 
are some things which we are per- 
mitted to do in the direction of 
unity, and there are other things 
which we are not permitted to do, 
and we who belong to this Chureh 
must abide by her laws and prin- 
ciples.

Singer, 10, of 600 Powell Street, when 
Lieberman, rounding the corner, lost 


control of his machine. After it had | 


mounted the curb and carried the 
girls to the wall it swerved, slid down 
the street and broke through the 
window of Hyman Nyfield’s tailor 
shop at 351 Newport Avenue. 
Lieberman was uninjured, but the 
cries of the injured children and the 
crash of the tailor’s window brought 
hundreds of mothers into the street 
from near-by stores and tenements 


They surrounded the motorist, 
screaming threats as they tried to 
get at him. 


Patrolman Coberg ran up from his 
post, thrust the women aside and 
broke up the crowd. The womer 
gave way reluctantly, still shouting 


at Lieberman, but a number of them 


followed the automobile in which the 
policeman took him and the injured 
children to Brownsville-East New 
York Hospital. i 

At first the names of the victims 


were not learned, and many of the 


mothers feared that they mizht be| 


their own children. They besieged 
the hospital doors until they learnea 
the children’s identity. The Horo- 


witz girl died soon aftei she was ad- | 


mitted. Her classmate, suffering 
from a fracture of the skull and in- 
ternal iniuries, was said to have only 
a slim chance for recovery. 

Lieberman, unable to explain why 
he lost control of his automobile, 
was arrested on a technical charge 
of homicide. 

Two accidents occurring more than 
a mile apart resulted in the injuries 
to the two firemen and the taxicab 
driver, one indirectly causing the 
other. - 

A cab driven by Frank Donaro of 
5,713 Fourth Avenue skidded on wet 
pavement at Fourth Avenue and Sev- 
enty-fifth Street and rammed a fire 
alarm box fastened to a post on the 
corner. The wires in the box were 
short-circuited and the alarm auto- 
matically sounded. Donaro fell into 
the street. 

Hook and Ladder truck 114 rolled 
out of 5,211 Fifth Avenue, a mile 
away, to respond to the alarm just 
as a trolley car operated by Martin 
Shaughnessy was coming by. The 
trolley rammed the truck, breaking 
windows and scattering glass on the 
passengers.

TO RUSH RIVER WORK 





Mississippi Valley Association 
Asks Cooperation With Mr. 
Hoover on Waterways. 





LINK WITH EAST SOUGHT 





Joining of Coastal Canals Recom- 
mended—Speaker Advocates 
Rail-and-Water Rates. 


ST. LOUIS, Nov. 12 (4).—The Mis- 
sissippi Valley Association, ina reso- 
lution at its closing sessions today, 
called upon Congress to cooperate 
with President Hoover's plans: for 
waterway development and urged 
that the Mississippi waterway sys- 
tem be completed within five years, 
in line with the President’s plan. 

The organization also urged that 
the system be standardized on a basis 


of a channel depth of not less than | 


nine feet, and locks, bridges, ter- 
minals and floating equipment be 
harmonized with this depth. 

The resolution was as follows: 


The connection between this sys- 
tem and the Great Lakes system, 
which is the most successful inland 
waterway in the world, should be 
made by the improvement of the 
Illinois and Des Plaines Rivers 
and the sanitary canal from Chi- 
cago to the Mississippi River as a 
Federal “aiggerts and an essential 
link in the unification of our in- 
land waterways. 

To this end, diversion of. water 
from the Great. Lakes is essential, 
and compensating works to pro- 
vide maximum depths in the inter- 
lake channels should be provided. 


Speed Urged on Work, 


The main lines, north and south 
on the Mississippi River from 
Minneapolis to New Orleans and 
connecting waterways,.and east 
and west from the upper reaches 
of the Ohio and its tributaries, 


such as the Ohio and Lake Erie 
Canal, and the Great Kanawha 
and the Tennessee and Cumber- 
land; up the Missouri to Sioux 
City and to a point as far north 
as a satisfactory channel can be 
secured; the intracoastal canal 
from New Orleans to Corpus 
Christi, Texas, the Alabama-Coosa, 
the Arkansas River and Red River 
are vital parts and main arteries 
of this system and should be im- 
proved with the least possible 
delay.

I suggest that we have a joint 
discussion on the subject, say, before 
the City Club of New York City, 
Albany or Troy, Utica, Oswego, 
Syracuse, Rochester and Buffalo. If 
the idea is salable we should cer- 
tainly be able to put it across in 
these joint discussions. Incidentally, 
we could develop in these discussions 
our respective views on the develop- 
ment of New York’s idle waterpower 
by means of government ownership 
as opposed to private ownership.”’

For the third time in four years 
the representatives of the Polish 
Army proved themselves the masters 
of all opponents in international 
jumping competitions. 

In Madison Square Garden iast 
night the three Polish officers—Lieu- 
tenant Kazimierz Gzowski, Lieuten- 


ant Stefan Starnawski and Lieuten- 
ant Wladyslaw Zgorzelski—captured 
the inter..ational military trophy 
for teams of three officers, defeating, 
in order, the Italian Army team, the 
United States Army team, the Irish 


Free State team and the Canadian | 


Army team. 

It was in the most spectacular and 
exciting event thus far of the forty 
fourth annual National Horse Show 
that the visiting Polish officers 
scored their magnificent triumph be- 
fore a crowd of 20,000 enthusiasts, 
which packed every available point 
of vantage in the vast arena and 
cheered the effort of every individ- 
ual contestant. 

Poland won the magnificent trophy 
presented by the National Horse 
Show Association with the splendid 
score of 2% faults, one of the great- 


est records ever made in one of these | 


events. , 

Second came the Italian Army 
team, its three riders having a totai 
of only 6% points against them. 
America finished third with 8 points 
The Irish Free State team. with a 
total of 13 points was fourth and 
bringing up the rear was the Cana 
dian Army team with 20% points. 


Poland Scored First in 1926. 


Poland scored its first victory in 
these international contests in the 
National Horse Show in 1926, repeat- 


ing in 1927. Last year Germany was 
the winner. 

Throughout the contest, the excite- 
ment was intense. The applause was 
deafening at times, the brilliant per- 
formances bringing forth thunderous 
cheers for the supporters of the vari- | 
ous countries. 

The international event was pre- 
ceded by a brilliant parade of the in- | 
ternational teams and at the conclu- 
sion they paraded again, each team | 
in the order of its finish, to line up 
in the centre of the arena. 

There the Polish trio was _ sub- 
jected to a deafening volley of ap- 


plause as Major General Hanson Ely, | 


commander of the Department of the 
East, presented the massive trophy 
and the championship ribbons were 
pinned to the bridles of the winning 
team’s mounts. Each team was 
cheered in turn as its position was 
announced and the ribbons attached. 
the band playing the national an- 
thems for each team, and the audi- 
ence standing at attention. 


The young Polish officers gave a. 


grand exhibition of military jumping 
—one rider, Lieutenant Starnawski— 
made a perfect performance on 
Pegas. Two faults were scored 
against Lieutenant Zgorzelski on 
Leharo and half a fault against 
Lieutenant Gzowski. Thus the per- 
formance of the individuals was very 
level, keeping the team score at the 
minimum. 

The other teams were penalized by 
the poor performances of one or 
more. members. Thus Italy's total 
was run up by the five and a half 
oints against Captain Bettoni. The 
United States might have won had 
it not been for the misfortunes of 
Lieutenant E. F. Thompson—the first 
rider—on Tan Bark. He had eight 
faults scored against him and as Ma- 
jor Chamberlin and Captain Brad- 
ford gave perfect performances with 
Dick Waring and Joe Aleshire, re- 
spectively, that was the total of the 
American score. 

The first rider in the international 
competition was Captain John G. 
O’Dwyer of the Irish Free State 
team, mounted on the bay gelding, 
Lismore. He gave a great perform- 


ance, toppling only the top bar of |

Parisian’s Triumph Is Second In 
Match for Titular Honors—Rus-

WIESBADEN, Nov..12.—For the 
second time in his brilliant career 
Dr. Alexandre, Alekhine of Paris to- 
day emerged victor in a match for 
the chess championship of the world 
by drawing the twenty-fifth and final 
game of his long series with E. D. 
Bogo'jubow of Russia after 55 moves 
at the Kurhaus. 

This additional draw gave the 
champion a total of 15% points, as 
required by the terms which gov- 
erned the ‘match. The final score 
stood at 11 victories to 5 in favor 


of Dr. Alekhine, with 9 drawn. 

When the present champion wrested 
the title from José R. Capablanca of 
Havana at Buenos Aires, two years 
ago, the score was 6 to 3 in his 
favor, with 25 drawn. Bogoljubow, 
therefore, succeeded in winning a 
greater number of games from Dr. 
Alekhine than had the former world’s 
champion against Alekhine, although 
the Cuban’s percentage was slightly 
higher. 


Crowd Surrounds Champion. 


When the match, which was started 
here on Sept. 6 and continued at 


Heidelberg, Berlin, The Hague, Rot-| 


terdam and Amsterdam, ended to- 
day an ovation was accorded Dr. 


Alekhine, who was immediately sur- 
rounded by a throng of enthusiasts 
who had been following the finai 
moves of the game as repeated upon 
the wall-boards outside the playing 
room.

for a 67, five under par, in 
the first round of the recént Oregon 
onen golf tournament, 
back the next day with another 67,
